Shasta College To Get 
Federal Fund Grants

WASHINGTON — A total of 


$49,034 in federal funds have 
been approved under two 
programs for Shasta College to 
help students continue their 
education in the first half of the 
1971-72 school year, according to 
Congressman Bizz Johnson. 


The college is to receive 


$40,084 under the Economic 
Opportunity Grant program, 
and another $8,950 under the 
Higher Education Act work- 
study program. 


The grant program money 


will be used to pay for about 80 
per cent of student payrolls for 
campus jobs, and the latter will 
be used for grants of $200 to 
$1,000 a year for qualified 
students who need the money. 


Seven other colleges in the 


California 2nd Congressional 
District are to receive varying 


amounts under the two funding 
programs. 


On another matter, Johnson 


this week urged the House 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries 
Committee to have mothballed 
merchant ships sunk off the 
coasts. 


Johnson said this would serve 


twin ecological purposes — 
improve ocean fisher habitats 
and rid the nation's rivers of the 
eyesores of rows upon rows of 
dead ships. 


"In this way we can put these 


rusting ships to beneficial use 
one more time," Johnson told 
the committee. "These were 
emergency vessels, constructed 
in a hurry and which served 
valiantly in World War II. But 
their days of usefullness is past. 


The congressman said that 


ships sunk off U.S. shores during 
World War II have proven to be 
"even to this day" fine fishery 
habitats.

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Aphid Population 
Being Controlled 


Walnut 
aphids 
in 
most 


Tehama County orchards are 
under 
sufficient 
biological 


control so that spraying for 
control of this pest is not 
necessary according to Joe 
Osgood, Tehama County farm 
advisor. 


Although I haven't looked at 


every walnut orchard in the 
country — representative or- 
chards in all districts show 
much less than one aphid per 
leaf on the average, he con- 
tinued. 
this reduction in walnut aphid 
population was first released in 
Tehama County in the summer 
of 1969 and the following vear it 
had spread 40 miles in Shasta 
County. 


This parasite is an Iranian 


strain adapted to our warm 
summers and cool winters as 
compared to a French strain 
which failed to establish in the 
central valley several years 
ago, but is doing nicely along the 
southern coast line of California 
California. 


This control of one of our 


relatively serious orchard pests 
through the introduction of 
parasites is part of a long range 
program started many years 
ago by the University of 
California 
and 
several 


cooperating agencies. 


Previously 
introduced 


biological control methods have 
successfully 
controlled the 


Klamath weed and in some 
areas of California the puncture 
vine is coming under control. 


The parlatoria scale on olives 


is under reasonable control in 
the Corning area as a result of 
an introduced parasite. 


Other parasites and predators 


are under investigation as is the 
concept of integrated control — 
the combined use of chemical 
and biological control. Ob- 
viously economics is the main 
concern of agriculturists, but 
biological control offers less 
expensive controls as well as 
less contamination of the en- 
vironment from pesticides.

dietary factors such as vitamins 
and minerals, bird age and 
strain, temperature in the 
laying house and disease all play 
a part.

And Speaking Of Pesticides... 


To the regular users and 


handlers of pesticides, safety 
precautions usually become 
second nature, according to 
Agricultural Commissioner Don 
Hill. Sometimes, 
however, 


familiarity 
brings 
about 


carelessness. 


With others who use pesticides 


only incidentally, lack of 
familiarity with safety rules can 
result in serious consequences, 
not only to crops but to the* 
physical well being of persons 
exposed to materials employed 
in pest control he said this week. 


Having in mind the "built in" 


hazards attendant upon the 
formulation of many pesticides, 
Hill's recommendations are: 


1. 
Keep pesticides 
and 


pesticide containers 
in a 


separate building or room or 
fenced enclosure used ex- 
clusively for storage of these 
items. Such areas should be dry, 
ventilated and under lock and 
key in order to protect children 


and animals as well as to 
discourage pilferage. 


2. Always read the label 


before starting to use any 
pesticide. Then carefully follow 
directicns. 


3. Do not store herbicides in 


the same room insecticides. 
Volatile materials such as 2,4-D 
and its derivatives can con- 
taminate other pesticides. 
Among other hazards 
are 


chlorate salts, which can create 
fire or explosion. 


4. Remove from storage the 


amount of pesticide needed for 
one day's operation and be 
sure to return any unused 
pesticides and empty containers 
at the end of the day. 


5. 
Remember 
that 
the 


pesticide residues left in con- 
tainers often become steadily 
more potent as evaporation 
occurs. Always rinse empy 
containers 
of 
flowable 


materials, 
preferably 
im- 


mediately, so that the rinse 


water may be added to the spray 
mix and thus used. "Empty" 
containers 
are 
especially 


hazardous to children and pets, 
and when converted into feed or 
water troughs will contaminate 
feed and water, as will resides 
discarded in the line df water 
runoff. 


8. If containers are burned, 


make sure that smoke and 
vapors do not drift over nearby 
homes, people, livestock, crops 
or the person doing the burning. 
Do not burn weed killer con- 
tainers; some resides may 
volatize and damage nearby 
plant life. 


7. Have safety 
equipment 


available and make sure it is 
used when labels so instruct. In 
the event that a material con- 
taminates clothing or skin, 
follow emergency protective 
measures without delay. 


To sum up, handle all 


pesticides with maximum care 
and thereby reduce hazards.

warned that "his freedom was 
imperiled." The warning came 
ominously true four months 
later 
On December 
26, we 


reported grimly: "Word has 
now reached us that Grisha 
Feigin was picked up by police 
on December 18 and confined in 
Ward 15 of the Riga Mental 
Hospital." 


My associate Joe Spear looked 


up Feigin in Tel Aviv the other 
day to get the rest of the story. 
The new immigrant spoke in 
enthusiastic 
bursts, 
chain 


smoking as he rattled on. Short 
of stature, with tiny, elfish 
hands and stubby fingers, he 
began by describing the plight of 
the Jews behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. 


"In the Soviet Union," he said, 


"the moment a Jew declares 
himself to be associated with 
Jewish aspirations, he is 
regarded as a Zionist and an 
anti-Soviet individual." 


FEIGIN'S STORY 


Feigin's personal trials began 


in 1955, after he had served 12 
years in the Soviet military. He 
had joined the army in 1943 at 
age 16 and had fought at the 
front against the Nazis. Two 
years later, his chest heavy with 
decorations, , he entered a 
military school. This earned him 
a commission in the Air Force. 


But his heart was elsewhere. 


"My family had always had 
strong 
sympathies 
with 


Zionism and Israel," he said. 
"During the war and the reign of 


Stalin, I was silent. But in 1955,1 
became outspoken. 


Undaunted, Feigin continued 


his protests. He applied 24 times 
for permission to emigrate to 
Israel and was rejected 24 
times. 


"I was judged by an Oiticers 


Court and accused of sharing 
bourgeois views which were 
inconsistent with being a Soviet 
officer. I was also accused of 
having Zionist sympathies, and I 
was dismissed from the Air 
Force." 


Thereafter, he was harrassed 


with telephone calls, visits in the 
night, abrupt demands to report 
for interrogation. The secret 
police searched his home. 
Finally, they seized him and 
jailed him without a trial. 


"I spent 30 days in jail without 


a trial," he said. "I was then 
brought before a court, accused 
of negligence in my work and 
was sentenced to two years in a 
prison 
camp 
in 
Latvia. 


Following many appeals, I was 
released after one year and 
three months." 


"I was regularly called by the 


KGB (secret police), by the 
Ministry of Interior Affairs and 
by the organs of the party, even 
though I was never a com- 
munist," he recalled. "Over 15 
years, my home was searched 12 
times by the KGB. They hauled 
me in at least 30 times, and I was 
repeatedly detained for in- 
terrogation in Moscow, Riga, 
Kiev and other cities."

All children experience anger, 


hostility and frustration. They 
should be encouraged to express 
these normal feelings in ways 
that are not destructive to 
themselves or others. For 
example: Encourage your child 
to play games that allow him to 
make noise and get rid of 
energy. You can make a game of 
breaking old toys or smashing 
cheap dishes. Let your child

Colorful Peacock To 
Disappear From TV 


By CYNTHIA LOWRY 


NEW YORK (AP) - NBC's 


peacock is singing his swan song 
this summer. The colorful bird 
will disappear this fall from the 
nation's television 
screens 


somewhat like the Cheshire cat 
in "Alice in Wonderland" — 
gradually and a victim of ob- 
solescence. 


Elimination of the peacock in 


prime evening time is the 
beginning of a network effort to 
cut down the clutter of odds and 
ends at the beginning and end of 
programs and in the com- 
mercial break. 


The peacock was introduced 


years ago to tell viewers with 
black and white sets that they • 
were missing thf. treat of color. 
Today, virtually all programs 
are in color and close to half of 
the 60-million TV homes are 
equipped to receive it. For some 
time, the bird has been most 
useful to hard-up joke writers of 
Bob Hope and Johnny Carson. 
What viewers could use now is a 
tip off when a program is in 
black-and-white. When those 
monotone shades turn up, in old 
"Beverly Hillbillies" reruns and 
such, it is easy to believe that 
the set has gone on the fritz. A 


picture of a sparrow or black- 
bird would fill the niche. 


NBC also will cut out a lot of 


those one-sentence spots urging 
the viewer to tune in some future 
program, and it will reduce the 
time occupied by opening and 
closing program credits. It still 
will tell who applied the makeup 
and designed the clothes, 
however, since it is mandatory 
in union contracts. But under the 
new rules, Ed McMahon will no 
longer be announcing Carson's 
upcoming guests while our eyes 
are telling us that Florence Bush 
styled Miss Dawn's hair and 
Botany supplied the hero's 
sports jackets. 


These moves will liberate only 


a minute or so of the welter, but 
the tiny step is in the right 
direction. A lot of promotional 
material and gimmickry has 
crept into the station breaks. 
While no more time is given to 
commercials, more of them are 
crowded into the breaks. Thus 
there are piggy-back com- 
mercials — two products of the 
same or related sponsors in one 
time spot — and, more recently, 
two 30-second sales pitches 
where once there was one twice 
as long. 


Edict Stimulates Prime 
Time Local Programs 


NEW YORK (AP) - The idea 


behind 
the Federal 
Com- 


munications 
Commission's 


order that the networks give up 
one-half hour of prime viewing 
time each evening in major 
marketing areas starting next 
season was to stimulate local 
programming and production. 


It has caused considerable 


production and even more sales 
activity. 


Recent surveys of stations 


affiliated with the three 
net- 


works indicate that, three 
months away from the start of 
the new season, about a third of 
the stations in the 50 larger 
communities have not definitely 
set replacement show — or, if 
they have, they aren't telling. 


Some stations will expand 


local news programs into prime 
time, which officially starts at 
7:30 p.m. Others are expected to 
plug the hole with reruns. 


The regulation has stimulated 


great 
activity 
among 
in- 


dependent producers, hitherto 
pretty dependent on network 
sales. And some entertainers — 
Tommy Smothers, Lassie and 
Lawrence Welk among them — 
suddenly are interested in what 
was once a TV stepchild — 
syndication. That is a program 


sold to individual stations rather 
than to a network.

popular nightly talk show. u-iJJ

Revue." 
Tommy 


Smothers will produce and host 
a half-hour variety series. 
Lawrence Welk's company 
claims it already lined up more

NBC's plan to fill local prime 


time of the 
five stations it 


operates includes reruns of the 
National Geographic series; 
"Wild Kingdom." an NBC 
perennial now in syndication 
and "Lassie," canceled by CBS 
at the end of this season. 


CBS station — New York. Los 


Angeles, Chicago. St. Louts and 
Philadelphia — are 
booking 


programs individually. 


ABC's plans are still largely in 


flux. It has stations in New 
York, Chicago, Detroit, Los 
Angeles and San Francisco.

that it didn't matter whether a 
fan touched the ball or not. It 
was a judgment call to award 
home plate. "It's not the first 
time I've been wrong," the

and located rule 3.16. The rule 
reads: 


"When there is spectator 


interference with any thrown or 
batted ball, the ball shall be 
dead at the moment of in- 
terference and the umpire shall 
impose such penalties as in his 
opinion will nulify the act of 
interference."
